OYS and girls grow up in India— intelligent, 
hopeful boys and girls. They will determine 
the future of a great people of the East. 


But the health situation in India holds back many 
types of achievement and dooms a large number of 
the people. Consider these contrasts. 


India «USA. 
Expectation of life, in years...... 26 62 
Infant death rate, per 1,000...... 162 54 


Physicians graduated, per year.. 1,600 5,000 


To serve 400 million people in India there are 
only 42,000 doctors. Three times as many physicians 
practice in the United States, whose population. is 
about one-third of India’s. 


Leprosy, tuberculosis, and malaria—three great 
scourges of India—could be successfully battled ex- 
cept for lack of trained physicians. Toward the scar- 
city of professional workers in healing and health 
Christian schools of medicine do much. They have 
graduated more than 1,000 doctors. Christian missions 
have trained about 80 per cent of the nurses of India, 
many laboratory technicians, a host of pharmacists. 


India’s own Christian young people are eager to 
engage in such work. It is to a Christian center they 
will usually come for training; government medical 
colleges offer only a few places annually to Christian 
applicants, because of the ratio of Christians to 
total population.

At Vellore College Hospital, daily practice and experience in 
medical work are provided for the physicians-in-training. 


Milestones in Vellore’s Progress in Medical Care and Training 


First Patients, 1900-1902. Dr. Ida S. Scudder, of the third generation of a family that has given 
more than 1,200 years of service to India, received her first patients. 


First Hospital, 1902, Mary Taber Schell Hospital was opened with forty beds. 


Work at the Roadsides, 1906. Medical work was started along the roadsides, which are crowded with 
the lame, the halt, the blind, and the leper—as in a page from the New Testament. 


Nursing School, 1907. The Nursing School opened in the hospital at Vellore. 


United Medical College, 1918. A group of mission boards of Great Britain and North America united | 
to found a Women’s Medical College at Vellore, with Dr. Ida Scudder as the Principal. Women were 
prepared here for the examinations leading to the qualification of Licensed Medical Practitioner (L.M.P.). 


New Resources, 1920-1923. The Women’s Medical College shared in a great financial campaign in 
America, under the leadership of Mrs. Henry W. Peabody, for the “Seven Women’s Colleges of the 
Orient.” 


New Buildings, 1932. A great building program was completed, including chapel, dormitories, and 
classrooms on a beautiful site in the hills, a few miles south of Vellore, and a fine hospital plant with 
accommodation for 300 beds, located in the heart of the city. 


Preparation for University-Grade Traiming, 1938. The Government of Madras abolished the inter- 
mediate degree of L.M.P. Vellore at once laid plans to rise to university-college grade and prepare students 
for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine (equal to our M.D.). Several of the staff were granted leave to 
complete their preparation for the more advanced teaching. 

The first class of twenty-five women entered for the higher grade in 1942. 


Two Streams Converge, 1943. The Christian Medical Association of India, Burma and Ceylon, having 
anticipated the need of training medical students for the highest grade and for posts of full responsibility, 
had planned to establish a single outstanding Christian Medical College for India. They were encouraged 
by the National Christian Council of India and by the mission boards of North America and Britain. In Jan- 
uary, 1943, Vellore joined forces with this movement for higher Christian medical education; the Mission- 
ary Medical College for Women decided to codperate to establish at Vellore medical education for men 
as well as women. Post-graduate and university-grade training for nurses will also be provided. This new 
plan was approved by the National Christian Council and the mission boards. It evoked a fine response 
in India. In spite of war conditions, by 1944 seven men doctors with the necessary qualifications and with 
experience in India were found, some being released from important places in their own missions. 


EDICAL education for women and men, by 

means of codperation already achieved at 

Vellore, is indeed a milestone in the progress toward 
healing and health for India. 


The staff secured for the Greater Vellore is inter- 
denominational and international. It includes doctors 
and nurses from Australia, Britain, Burma, Canada, 
India, Ireland, and the United States. The President 
chosen is Dr. Robert G. Cochrane, outstanding 
British physician and authority on leprosy. 


Vellore’s aim is not just to conform to the mint- 
mum standard required for university affiliation but 
to develop a college that can give a lead in lines that 
need emphasis—research, service in rural areas, the 
moral and spiritual basis of healthful living, devel- 
opment of a quality of character and an attitude to 


the sick and suffering which would be unmistakably 
Christlike. 


In India the gifts to the cause have been unpre- 
cedented in sacrifice, variety, and spread. 


In Britain, America, and Australia, additional mis- 
sions boards have come forward with gifts for cur- 
rent expenses and establishment. The number of 
participating boards has risen from the twelve sup- 
porting the Women’s College to thirty-four support- 
ing the larger project. 


To provide for the higher grade of education the 
College will require a much larger budget for main- 
tenance and a greatly increased investment in build- 
ings and equipment. 


While the first objective must be to fulfill—by 
October, 1945—the conditions to secure university 
affiliation for the Women’s College, the complete 


A huge proportion of India’s people live in the 
country and in small villages. It is the rural] health 
situation that is the most distressing and perilous, 
and here the Vellore service and training have 
been especially significant. Since 1906 the weekly 
schedules of roadside dispensary service have 
drawn within the orbit of Vellore’s help a multi- 
tude of the sick, injured and diseased, who would 
not otherwise receive proper observation and 
treatment. An effect of the work on medical 
students is to make them conscious of the plight 
of India's rural people, while equipping them with 
skills for a lifetime of service.
